This Office Action is in response to the applicants' After Final Amendment filed 
on July 8, 2004. 

Response to Amendment 

The cancellation of claim 3 and amendment to claim 4 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 13 filed July 8, 2004, with respect to claim 1 
and 1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has 
been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 9, 10, 17 and 18 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The present claims include novel and unobvious features in that the examiner 
was unable to find in several prior art searches. US Patent 6,618,442 to Chen et al. 
teaches the conversion from DV to MPEG in the DCT domain (Col 2 Lines 10-16 and 
Lines 34-54, Fig. 6). Chen does not teach the DCT coefficient blocks including run- 
length coded coefficient values. The claims therefore include the novel feature of 
transcoding a first encoded video signal that has been compressed using a DCT 
operation in a first video format into a second encoded video signal that is compressed 
using a DCT operation in a second video format, different from the first video format, 
where the first encoded video stream is decoded to obtain DCT coefficient blocks 
wherein at least some of the DCT coefficient blocks include run-length coded coefficient 
values. The video formats used are DV and MPEG-2 as taught by the applicant. These 
features taken with the others in the claims define over the prior art.
